"Territorial changes which took place after World War II in Poland also changed the 
arrangement of the artillery training facilities. Aside from Torun there were, before 
the war, other artillery training centers such as the one In Wlodzimierz or the large 
artillery shooting range in Pcwursk (for heavy artillery) . There yas also one *» . 

Cz-erenoszno for light and. horse-drawn artillery. AH these installations we» located 
on territories annexed by the USSR in 1945. Now in the western territories there are 
many maneuver grounds which have been especially adapted for artillery, as re one 
in Pome (Gekan: Cross-Posen /m:Bi Gross Born 7) or in Pros-tynia near Draws*.

"It should be added that the training program in the Torun schools does not 
antiaircraft! artillery training. In line with the new organization of the 
Army, this antiaircraft artillery is now attached to the so-called antiaircra ft 
defense corns (which exists, along with the Navy, the Air Force and the Land Arny, 
as a fourth branch of the Aimed Forces) . As a result, there axe separate schools 
dealing with antiaircraft training. The antiaircraft artillery possesses such 
school centers in Koszalin, ;?oznan, Sklernlevice and Legionowo near Hors«r. 
Before the war, antiaircraft instructors and officers were trained within the 
general, artillery scnools trnd were assigned to anU aircraft units for only 
periods of additional, training • "
